OBSTRUCTING THE ROAD PROGRAM. 

A report from Jefferson City says that State Sen- 
ator Irwin will ask for an injunction {n the Cole 
County Circuit Court next week against the issuance 
‘and sale of the $5,000,000 of road bonds with which 
‘the State Highway Commission was to inaugurate 
Missouri's great enterprise in road construction. 

Should the injunction be granted the construction 
program will be seriously delayed. The mere filing of 
the suit, regardless of its outcome, will halt the com- 
|'mission’s plans. 

It is unfortunate that Senator Irwin {s to appear, 
even as an attorney, in this attempted obstruction. 
It seems, too, that some compunction is felt by those 
back of the effort, since their identity has not yet 
been revealed.

After giving. a dinner for city officials, enzineérs and 
brokers at the St. Louisa Cliab he denarted. takine with 
him the authorization of Mayor. Rolla Wella and Comp- 
trolier Player to act aa the city’s selling agent in dis- 
posing of £3,000.000 of St. Louisa city bonds in England 
He left behind him unpaid office rent and telenhone 
bills. In the light of later events it was considered 
luc’y that he did not have in hia possession the bonds 
which he was to sell, but only a letter authotizing him 
to sell ther. 


Just the other day Dillon C. Willoughby. portly, well- 
groomed, but with a lined and sunken face and thin 
gray hair, stood before Juatice O'Keefe in the New York 
Court of Special Seasions at the concéusion of his trial 


for handing to the Hotel Tournine a worthless check 
for $107.56. 


“Willoughby,” said Justice O'Keefe. “you seem to 
have a capacity for large things. This report of the 
probation officer reads like a magazine article.” And. 
loo¥ying up from the pages that told of Willoughby’s 
dizzy ups and downs, of his entertainment of the Duke 
of Manchester aboard his private vacht in the Mediter- 
ranean, of his many gigantic engineering schemes for 
the development of the ports of New York. Boston and 
Brest, a report which characterized its subject ag ‘one 
of the most brilliant engineers of our day.” the Judge 
sentenced the ironically smiling gentleman to three 
months in the workhonse. 

Dillon C. Willoughby, at the age of 54. still amiles at 
fate, but it is not quite his carefree smile of former 
years. There is a definite hint of sardonic bitterness 
in it, brought om by the disillusion of many petty but 
heart-breaking ignominies. 

\n interviewer discovered the engineer and promoter 
in the Tombs the other day. well dressed. as usual, 
after his release and recommitment on charges coming 
down from several Poston hotels. Through the close 
meshed metal crating that separates prisoners in the 
dim counsel room from thetr interviewers could he 
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made out his still burty. ambling figure, his piercing, 
leep-set eyes and his rather nervous, low-pitched, vol- 
uble talk. It took Dut a few minutes before the man 
who in former years might have passed as any Dank 
president overcame the natural embarrassment of his 
position 

Please, if you can possibly do so,’ he began. ‘cet 
my own point of view straight on al! this muddle. I'm 
rather a high-strunmg race horse, and most people can't 
seem to see how unfair it is to expect me to go dragaime 
a little garbage cart’ around. These little peanut 
harges they've brought against me—paltry hote! bills 
from places that were giad enough to get my patronage 
when ! was spending thousands—don’'t they show that 
[ was always straight in mv big deals and schemes? 
They coulé never find anvthing crooked in the things 
where I let my imagination have ful! play.” 

Here he was referring to the hich spots in his ca- 
reer His anticipation of the tmildine of the London 
subweys, resulting in a real estate transaction which 
ie said to have netted him a ronnd million. and his 
uroposed development of the Port of New York, which 
William R. Willeox of the Port Authority has declared 
to be “the simplest and most comprehensive vet suzg- 
gested. Leaps of the imagination snoch as these, many 
if which, to be sure, have never materialized. have 
dominated Willonghby’s actions ever since he left 
Knox College, in Galesburg, Ill... where he studied years 
ago, after a toyhood spent in Chicago. 

Daring and phenomenai foresight in gigantic schemes, 
areleseners and endless trouble with the law in petty 
finances, a plausible, large-sized extertor—these have 
formed the unique character combination that has led 
many to ask Willoughby. “Are you the ortgeinal Get- 
Rich-Quick Wallingford?” Ut is a question that makee 
Willoughby furtous: he very forcefully denied the sug- 
gested impeachment that he is the ortginal of veorge 
Randolph Chester's dashing financtal pirate. 


This Wallingford atuff is hard for me to stomach. 
wnt it'« the sert of thing I've been cettinge from the 
newspapers right along.” he told me. “They've con- 
siatently presented me as a colossal swindler and crook, 
and now they're trying to play me up as an ordinary 
hinnderting ‘hotel beat” If | were a conscienceless 
swindler | wouldn't now be concerning myself with the 
problem of diatribnting milk to the city’s babies. If I 
had no vision or abilitv. | wouldn't have completed 
a plan for remodeling Riackwell'’s Isiand during my 
few days’ stay there recently. If I can ever persuade 
them to adopt and execute that plan, nine-tenths of 
the enormous waste of material and power and labor 
that goes on over there will be eliminated. I've got my 
sketches all ready-—they're upstairs in my cell.” 

Here Willonghby began an account of his varied and 
colorful career, his doings all over the world. since his 
early vouth, expleining bow some driving demon in 
his brein had kept him persistentiy chasing one dream 
of unbounded wealth after another. 

“When | was a mere kid--18 years or so of age—I 
met Sarah Bernhardt in Chicago and gave her a sue- 
gestion which amazed and delighted her I proposed 
that Henry KE. Abbey, who was then associated with 
her. build a ship containing a stage and complete the- 
atrical equipment..especially for her, so that she could 
travel and perform all over the world in the principal 
seaboard cities, twelve months in every year, instead 
of only four, as she was doing. She was wild with de- 
light at the idea, although Abbey found he couldn't 
come through with it. But she invited me to come 
along as ber guest on her Australian tour, and so I 
spent some wonderful months with her company.

It survived for a few months, at the @ 
of which pertod the assets vanished. # 

About a year later the newspapers were full of @ 
Kitchelt case, in which Willoughby was again a a 
onist. Miss Ottilia Kitchelt, who had been for 
years the buyer for a large retail dry goods est 
ment, was reputed to be worth between $29,000 
$25,090. and was introduced to Willoughby, having 
that he was in a position to give her expert ad 
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intention or desire to engage actively in business, she 
soon found herself, through some inexplicable machin- 
ery, the nominal! head of a firm bearing her name. It 
was said at the time that Willoughby had decided to do 
business under another name because judgments 
amounting to about $50,000 had already been recorded 
against him. 

The history of the Kitchelt Realty Co. was brief, ex- 
citing and disastrous. Property was acquired, but taxes. 
water rents and mortgage payments were not forthcom- 
ing. Miss Kitchelt resorted to private legal advice only 
in time to learn that she hag already lost $2800. For 
the loss of her money and of her position, which came 
as a result of her association with Willoughby, she re- 
ceived only the doubtful satisfaction of telling him 
in forceful terms exactly what she thought of him. 
This took place in a stormy session at his office and 
marked the dissolution of the company. 

The dashing financier’s affairs now seemed to be in 
a pretty bad state. He suffered the humiliation of 
his first arrest on Sept. 10, 1897, for ignoring the orders 
of the court io appear in connection with claims brought 
by Abraham C. Weingarten, a tailor whom Mrs. Wil- 
loughby had largely patronized. Released on bail, he 
was rearrested on the complaint of Miss Kitchelt, still 
anxious for revenge, who accused him of the larceny of 
$100. Creditors without number now appeared, al! 
eager to get satisfoction from the man now that he 
seemed to be down, but, largely through the efforts of 
influential friends, this “man of many judgments” 
again managed to extricate himself from all their 
snares. 

It is worth noting here that, gigantic as were all 
of Willoughby’s major schemes, it was always on rela- 
tively insignificant matters that he was made to feel 

_ the retributive sting. There are many ways of inter- 
preting the preceding and following history in terms of 
character and ethics, and there is no way of telling who 
are right: the man's enemies (or victims), who regard 
him as an unregenerate but plausible rasca]. or his 
friends, who think of him as a brilliant, honest but sin- 
gularly unfortunate promoter. or certain indifferent ac- 
Quaintances who have told me that they consider him 
just “a big overgrown baby.” 

At this time he seems to have been very much of a 
“hail-fellow-well-met,” big and round in face and 
body. well groomed, a smooth and voluble talker, pos- 
sessing tire enviable ability to get under people's s*ins 
and inspire confidence on short notice. His appearance 
seemed to ooze conservatism and good sense. But at 
heart he was an inveterate plunger: he never turned 
down a chance, however long, to put through something 
“big:” occasionally he lost, but never admitted that he 
Was beaten for good. Between plunges his finances 
Were, of course, low, but this never caused him to tone 
Gown his appearance of prosperity. A “big front,” a 
display of affiuence, even when there was nothing—or 
less than nothing—in Willoughby’s coffers, were al- 
Ways as necessary to his existence as a schemer of big 
schemes as the breath of life. Hence the frequent phe- 
Bomenon of the Willoughby checks returned and 
marked “No funds.” 

In justice to the man it must be said that he al- 
Ways seems to have met even his bothersome minor 
and, as he considered them, paltry, obligations when- 
ever funds once more came to hand. But meanwhile 
there would occur these awkward experiences, with 
creditors and the police, and a gradual weakening of 
public confidence in him. 

Finding that a genera! toning up of his affairs was 
mow a Vital necessity, Willoughby decided to try his 
luck abroad. He proceeded to London, therefore, where 
he somehow received advance information concerning 
the newest routes of that city’s subway tubes. With 
amazing foresight he managed to purchase properties 
and options in severa) essential places before the ar- 
rival on the scene of Charles T. Yertes, the late Chi- 
cago traction magnate, who had been granted the con- 
tracts for the building of the lines. 

“In England,” he told me, “the people who matter 
strike you at first as more conservative than the Amer- 
cans, but they don't continually. shout at you: “You're 
years ahead of your time'’ To American promoters 
Pve always replied. ‘You goofs are fifty years behind 
_ time!’ but I couldn't say that to the Englishmen. 

Locke and Lord Dufferin I found, like the rest of 
their countrymen, always slow to act. But they were 
open to conviction, could always see ahead, and when 
convinced, they go ahead strong.” | 

Willoughby himself did “go ahead strong” in En- 
gland. although he had had no technical training as an 
engineer. “Any fool who hes had a course in calculus 

2m work out details.” he says, “but it takes a big, prac- 

tical imagination to work out the main lines of a large 


The London scheme, while not, strictly speaking, an 
engineering plan, did credit to Willoughby's self-confi- 
G@ence and daring. He is said to have sold his holdings 
to Yerkes, making a net profit of more than a million 
Gollars on the transaction. It was the best “scoop” of 
his career, and for once there was no legal aspect in the 
matter to Which the slightest exception could be taken. 

With this wealth on his hands, Willoughby decided 
to rest for a time on his achievements and to enjoy a 
spell of innocent pleasure. Living in’ evident afflu- 
emcee and peasessing a rare charm of manner, he soon 
Won the friendship of many notables, including the 
Duke of Manchester. He purchased a yacht and em- 
barked on a cruise through the Mediterranean. taking 
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with him the Duke and many other prominent and 
wealthy Britishers as his guests. As an entertainer and 
host, Willoughby always cut a flawless figure. His 
mastery of the difficult art of snending with gracef1! 
gestures almost surpasses his s¥ill in acquiring funds 

But even a million does no: last forever when one 
entertains the nobility, and the speculator soon found 
his coffers growing rather empty. His acquaintances 
here again became aware of his presence when. in the 
winter uf 1905, Col. Alfred Wagstaff procured his arrest 
on a charge of obtaining a signature under false pre- 
tense. In characteristic fashion, Willoughby was dis- 
charged a few days later, Col. Wags:aff dropping his 
charge and declaring him to be “ a very charming 
gentieman.” 

The next news of Willoughby came from St. Lovis, 
where he had advanced his first gigantic engineeriug 
project. Throvgh a college acquaintance, John A. 
Laird, a well-known industrial engineer, he had been 
introduced to city officials and leading financiers in 
March, 1907. He proposed to build a subway svstem 
with a tunnei under the Mississippi to connect East St. 
Louis and the Illinois interurban system. To obtain 
the necessary funds, he suggested to the Mavor, Rolla 
Wells, that he dispose of $3,000,000 worth of city bonds 
through his London bankers. These bonds had been 
found hard to sell, and so the plan found much favor. 
It looked good, and some real estate men went so far 
in their enthusiasm as to obtain options on lands along 
the route of the proposed interurban line, thinking, 
perhaps, to duplicate Willoughby’s London stunt. These 
options eventually proved valueless. Willoughby left 
St. Louis for London on April 2, with authority to sel! 
the bonds. 

The night before Willoughby departed from St. 
Louis he entertained Mayor Wells, Comptroller Player. 
John A. Laird, Lilburn G. McNair and others in a lav- 
ish manner at the St. Louis Club. He barely had time 
to hurry from the club to catch a train. At that early 
morning hour his stenographer. who had worked for 
him three weeks without being paid, was camped on 
his trail at Union Statiom and aggressively ad in- 
sistently demanded her money. She did not permit 
Willoughby to depart until the bill was paid 

Meanwhile another tempest had been brewing. Short- 
ly after his departure from St. Louis word came from 
Des Moines that the financial operator was being eazer- 
ly sought there and in Denver in connection with land 
swindles involving a total sum of $25,000. Willoughby 
was accused of selling Federal territory and of dis- 
posing of barren lands as fertile and irrigated tracts. 
He was wanted particularly by one James W. Jones, the 
Des Moines Chief of Pofice, who had not only lost 
$150, but had induced almost al! his relatives and many 
fellow members of the force to join him in the Wil- 
loughby investments. 

Having traced him to Chicago, the police sucreéded 
there in capturing his grips, but not the man On 
April 9, no one hindering him, he boarded the Kaiser 
Wilhelm II at Hobéken as a first-class passenger. Just 
ak the ship began to move away from her pier a de- 
tective sergeant and a patrolman of the Hoboken force. 
having been sent out after the receipt of a telegram 
from Chicago, rushed down the pier at top speed. As 
they reached the center of the shed. breathiess the last

gangplank rattled on the flooring. That was the last 
that was seen of Willoughby and his St. Louis plan for 
some time. And in all probability no one knows to this 
day whatever any of the charges brought against him at 
that time could really have been proved. 

Six years after this little episode Willoughby ap- 
peared in New York with a portfolio full of plans for a 
colossal enterprise, with his soaring spirit still un- 
broken and, as always, with his mind that, ‘ike “The 
Mitado’s” Ko-Ko, “‘teems with endless schenuics.” “This 
time it was a project for a combined subway aud ware- 
house system atretching along West street from Cort- 
landt street to Thirtieth street. Seventeen nine-stor, 
warehouses were to be constructed and connected 1 
bridges with the North River piers. Undernesth the 
warehouses the plan called for a system of six railways 
tracks to connee{ with the much-discussed New York 
Central riverside subway, and a tunnel under the rive 
at Twenty-third street to classification yards in Ne, 
Jersey. The estimated costs were to be: 

For the freight subway . .$16.486.000 
For warehouses and local vyards..... 25,000,000 
For tunnel and New Jersey terminals, 43,514,000 
$85,000,000 

The Poard of Estimate was as*ed to grant the “D 
C. Willoughby Co.” a twenty-five year franchise. Jojin 
Purroy Mitchell, then President of the Board of Alder- 
men and of the Terminal Committee, declared himself 
in favor of the enterprise. When other public officia's 
came out to sponsor the proposal, on the ground that 
it would effectively overcome the city’s harrowing need 
for relief of the freight transportation congestion, it 
looked for a time as if Willoughby had accomplished 
another really big feat. But rumors, reports and com- 
plaints began to drift in from Denver. Des Moines, Bos- 
ton and St. Louts and other places, and once more the 
engineer's past duplicity—-or the efforts of his antag. 
onists—blocked his ambitions. “There is not a word 
of truth in any of these stories, not a word,” he is re- 
ported to have said. “For fifteen years a certain new=?- 
paper proprietor has been doing his best to discre tit 
me, and I suppose he will attempt it again, but there 
is no truth in these reports, exceot that it is true I ud 
have some trouble with the Chief of Police of Des 
Moines—but it did not amount to anything.” 

In spite of his protestations the plan fell through 
and after it another on a similarly gigantic scale for 
the development of the Hackensack Meadows. He 
claims. however. that his project for the development 
of the Port of Brest for the entry of the United States 
troops during the war was used, in part at least, by the 
Federal Government, although he has received no pe-- 
sonal credit for it 

Willoughby was as*ed why these pians had. in gen- 
eral, proved so unprofitable to him personally. “Wel!,” 
he replied, “even a peanut vendor can hardiy expect to 
seil all of his peanuts every day—and I never dealt in 
peamits. It's always taking a long chance to try to put 
through a deal ‘way up in the millions And then 
you've got to consider the clashes of the ‘interests. ! 
spent hundreds of dollars to bring the chief railroad 
magnates concerned together for dinners and confer- 
ences. Naturally, each one of them wanted to hog al! 
the plums for his own concern, and when he found the 
couldn't he'd block the whole scheme. 

“Then they'd all get sore at me and do everything 
in their power to ‘fix’ me—and it didn’t help matters 
anv that during the past ten years my effurts alon- 
blocred several schemes for ruining Riverside Par': 
with unsiehtiy and odoriferous freight lines. But they 
never could prove any big irregularity in any of my 
actions. The best they can do is to gather together a 
lot of measly hotel checks and spring them on me 
when my resources are low. A dirty tricx'” 

The time allotted for the interview was up A <or- 
dial handsha*e and Willoughby vanished once more 
into the dim corridors of the city prison, a fi£ure of bi-- 
ter humiliation. Here is 4 man who has always 
through some driving mental obsession. drifted on the 
peak of large and brilliant projects, spent his winnings 
generously, prodigally, extravagantiy, who had ev! 
dently always met his obligations when he could, but 
who has gradvaliy sunk and aged under an accumula- 
tion of petty difficulties. He no longer has his buoy- 
ancy nor his 20) pounds avoirdupois, and his eye ha« 
lost something of the flash that it once had. But it is 
too early to say that Willoughby wil) not perhaps stiil 
engineer a startling recovery into affluence 

His present difficulties have brought the great ques- 
tion of his essential probity once more to public 
tention. No one has ever seemed quite able to zet to the 
very bottom of the principles upon which Willoughby s 
transactions. proposed and materialized. have real's 
rested. The underlying mystery of the man's charact+7 
was distinctly sensed by Justice O'Keefe, who insiste‘ 
on a light sentence for him, believing that he had it :n 
bim to accomplish great things, although Justices 
Moss and Herman were for sending him to the peni- 
tentiary “Some day his knowledge may prove va:- 
uable.” argued Justice O Keefe. 

“I have never robbed a man in my life. But whe- 
ever my plans have irritated the bie interests they ha‘« 
done their best to make trouble for me,” said Wil- 
loughby. back im 1913. His friends still insist that this 
is the true version of the mans embarrassmefitr. 
Others regard him, frankly. as a swindler who ha» 
worked on an unsual scale. Perhaps some day ta* 
world will know who is right about it.

Walter Hoover of Dualath had his own 
ideas about rowing a boat and about 
the kind of boat best suited for 
racing—Shell which he had built to 
order caused gasps of astonishment 
when he launched it at Henley, En- 
gland—Britishers who predicted he 
would be swamped were “bowled, 
over” when he pulled away from 
the mighty Berestord and won the 
Diamond Sculls _—:: : : 


HEN Walter Hoover stepped from 
his frail and queer-looking shell, at 
Henley. in ear!ty July. winner of the 
Diamond Challenge Sculls race over 
England's royal regatta course, he had 
upset the generally accepted theories 
of aquatics. swung wide of the rules 
of practice. departed from the tenets of all the schoo:s 
of experts. ancient and modern. balked at the specific 
menus of the training table, and in the hour of his tri- 
umph and acclaim, had become about the rarest indi- 
vidual knewn to sport. 

He had won the supreme prize of the water man, th> 
world’s amateur rowing championship. in opposition 
to all that is orthodox. He had trusted to himself 
alone as to method and manipulation. as to riz and 
rowing. No one else was entitied to even the minutest 
share in the victory 

An interesting study, this self-reliant yrounc Ameri- 
can of the Lake Superior Country. who went single- 
handed after international fame and brought it back, 
as we say of the bacon, for the man must be measured 
by the largeness of his accomplishments and, in turn.

He is six feet tail, broad of shoulders. deep of 
chest. stout of thigh and with abdominal muscles de- 
veloped to sustain his mid-works while their upper 
neighbors are vigorousiv engaged. With a heart as 
trustworthy as a motor. and great lunge volume. the 
pressure of exertion mates no demands which they are 
not able to fill. He is bine-eved and blond. 

Alse. he has a head. Always it is important not to 
overiook this member in considering an oarsman. 
Rowing is a drive, plus power. plus courage. plus s*ill, 
plus form, plus equipment. and plus head. The Hoover 
head properly belongs where it is. It vindicates him. 
It may be called a head of direction—a compass con- 
fined in a skull cap which discovers the shortest dis- 
tance between two points down a fairway and keeps 
a boat's prow in line. One unfamiliar with competitive 
rowing is apt to marvei at the accuracy of the eve. di- 
rected astern. in finding alignment points to serve in 
shaping a course, and of a head which in a race be- 
comes the strategic commander of an army of muscles. 
directing them to the partfular service required at 
every stage of the journey. Hoover's headwork is in 
all respects superior 

Running over the list of men who have come along 
rapidly in sports of whatever kind—boxers. wrestlers. 
athietes on field or track. oarsmen and others—Hoover 
alone stands out as one who. at a critical period, calm- 
ly and deliberately passed up managers and directors. 
trainers and coaches, and proceeded to go to it abso- 
luteiy alone. It was not that the restrictions and regu- 
lations of aquatic guides the customary “do” and 
“don t" had become irksome: for he was docile enouch, 
but he had figured that to reach the goal of his ambi- 
tion there was an easier and surer route than the others

Whether or not these lines find their fitting place on 
the stone which marks Pen Carpenter’s resting place 
in the churchyard at Cirencester, England, they sound 
the Feynote in the life of this strange victim of con- 
flicting loves, who was an obscure country squire, of 
whom the world took little note until his death came 
a8 an end to his third and last period of “waitine.” 

After two lives had thwarted him for long periods 
in his journey to the goal of true love. there remained 
only one life between him and the fruition of all his 
@reams. Strangely enough. this obstacle, in the person 
of Mise Powell, for forty yeare the family housekeeper, 

- Survived him by only three hours. 


The odd circumstances of the almost simultaneous 
Geaths of Pen Carpenter and Miss Powell led up to the 
revelation of the unusually romantic character of the 
Secret attachment of Carpenter and Elizabeth Harvey. 
When Elizabeth came to Cirencester from the neizh- 
boring town of Poulton and announced that she was 
Carpenter's widow there were gasps of astonishment in 
the little community. 

Then, little by little, the story of the secret betrotha! 
and marriare and the long, “cruel waiting” came out. 

Ben Carpenter started out with a heritage of lone- 
Tiness. He was an only child. When he reached his 
majority much of the burden of looking after the estate 
fell upon his shoulders, as his father was not robust 
Ben, for all practical purposes, was “the man of the 
house.”

They are betrothed: and their wed- 
ding, which is to take place early next year, will laugh 
at all such worldly foolishness as politics, palace in- 
trigues, moss-coated, owlish dogmas of high ranking 
“punkinheads.” Naturally enough, the people of Japan 
are looking forward to the day of the wedding as one 


_ Of the happiest landmarks in the annals of the ancient 


race. 

One day in January, 1918, Baron Hatano took a spe- 
cial train out of Tokyo and sped in the direction of 
Toyohashi. The Baron was then the Minister of the 
Palace, and his journéy filled court circles with 
fanciful gossip. At that time the Fifteenth Division 
was stationed at Toyohashi. And, of course, its com- 
mander, Prince Kuni, was there. 


There was a good deal of mystery about the visit of 
the Minister of the Palace. But it did not take a 
prophet to see that he went to Toyohashi to see Prince 
Kuni. There was no one else there that could possibly 
interest the Minister. But that was as far as the 
prophet and the gossip went. Beyond, all was mystery. 
The Minister of the Palace had no press agent. But 
the palace curiosity is a scandalous and wondrous 
thing and when it does get busy it busies itself con- 
tinuously. It wasn’t long before it poked its ferret 
nose into the root of the mystery. The visit of the 
Minister had a good deal to do with young Princess 
Naga-ko, daughter of Prince Kuni. And in that way 
came the first news of the informal betrothal of the 
Crown Prince of Japan. 


According to a recent report, the formal announce- 
ment of the betrothal will be made on the birthday of 
the Emperor, on Nov. 3 of this year. The announce- 
ment will be accompanied with stately ceremony at the 
palace, in the presence of Princes and Princesses and 
high officials of state. Ambassadors of his majesty, 
the Emperor, and of her majesty, the Empress, will 
be dispatched to the great shrine at Ise and also to 
the imperial mausSieum at Momoyama to announce to 
the gods and to the spirits of august ancestors the 
happy event. Impressive services will be held both 
at the shrine and at the mausoleum, according to the 
ancient Shinto rites. They will be solemn, but there 
will be no display of splendor, of wealth or of color. 
On the contrary, the services will be marked with the 
rigor of simplicity such as Sparta #®ver knew. For 
the Shinto, the ancient cult of the Yamato race, ab- 
hors display of any sort with the intensity of a religious 
hatred. After the formal announcement of the be- 
trothal there will take place the exchange of gifts be- 
tween the princely groom and the bride. 

Next year, late in the cherry-blossomy month of 
April, or early in the magic days of May, perhaps on 
the next birthday of the Prince Regent, which falls on 
April 29, the imperial wedding is to take place. The 
marriage ceremony will be performed according to the 
rites of tlie Shinto cult. Like the ceremony of the an- 
nouncement of the betrothal, the wedding ceremony 
itself has nothing of the colorful splendor which the 
Occidental imagination loves so well to clothe the do- 
ings of an Oriental court. It is as simple and severe 
as the white orchid blooming in the hills of Heli-an. 
And it will take place in the palace shrine called 
Kashiko-dokoro. 

On the eventful day the Princes and Princesses of 
the blood and the high officials of Nippon, as well as 
the diplomatic corps, will gather in an antechamber to 
the palace shrine. The Prince Imperial wtil enter the 
same room, led by the master of ceremony. Then 
Princess Naga-ko will follow, accompanied by ladies of 
honor. The master of ceremony presents the Prince 
with the robe of ceremony and an ancient scepterlixe 
emblem of office, called shaku, made of immaculate 
white wood. The ladies of honor. present Princess 
Nagu-ko with her robe of ceremony and with a fan 
made of a certain Japanese cypress wood called hinoki.

After that, to the tune of sacred music, the door of 
the altar room opens. The Prince and the Princess 
enter first, followed by the guests of honor. The shrine 
room is divided into the inner and outer circles. The 
Prince and the bride enter the inner circle and the 
others ta¥e their stations in the outer circle. 

After worshiping. and presenting offerings at the 
altar, the Crown Prince reads the declaration of mar- 
riage in front of the altar. The rites over, both the 
Prince and Princess step out of the inner circle into 
the outer circle of the shrine. There they join the 
assembled guests. And in front of them the rite of the 
exchange of the bridal cup of sake takes place. The 
master of ceremony fills the cup of the princely groom 
and the lady of honor that of the Princess. The cere- 
mony comes to an end with the -bridal pair proceeding 
into the inner circle and to the front of the altar and 
there performing the rite of worship. 

One thing marks the wedding of Hirohito, Prince Re- 
gent of Japan, from the rest, and Marks it as per- 
haps the most significant event in the political and 
social history of the people of Nippon—for it is a love 
match. 

In the reigning houses everywhere, but more espe- 
cially in Nippon, a love match is about as rare as a 
rose garden on the eternal snows of Mount Fuji. But 
the Prince Regent is the holder of. many startling rec- 
ords: He is the first reigning Prince of Japan who has 


' fared forth beyond the four seas and seen with his own 


august eyes the splendor—and the sins—that are Lon- 
don, arid glory and gaiety that are Paris; he is the first 
sovereign of the empire greeted with the full-throated 
shouts of “Banzai” of his own people, for up until the 
Prince’s return from Europe, last year, it had been 
the immemorial custom of the country for the people 
of Nippon to pay their respects to their sovereign in 
absolute silence. MHirohito is the first sovereign of 
Japan to play golf, tennis and ride out about the 
country, practically unattended by armed guards of 
honor. The Regent is the first sovereign of Japan 
to visit a public theater in all her twenty-five-century 
history. But, more striking—and infinitely more mean- 
ingful—is his love marriage to Princess Naga-ko. The 
course of true love is the same everywhere.

Hirohito triumphed over the pal- 
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is passing—even the influence of the Elder Statesmen 
and the military elements in the empire. It means that 
the Prince Regent himself, by his own high example, 
introduced a new element into the social relations of 
the people of Japan that promises to revolutionize the 
makeup of that ancient empire from its very founda- 
tiens. For the princely example deals with the funda- 
mental and elemental relation between man and woman 
—the most vital and universal! relation in society. 


What is even more interesting and quite as signi- 
ficant, is that the people applauded this triumph’ of 
young love over time-hallowed tradition and the Elder 
Statesmen. The young Prince Regent is unquestion- 
ably the most popular idol with the people of Japan 
today. The people like him for doing these new things, 
which are utterly, unspeakably shocking to the old way 
of doing and thinking about the “above-cloud” people. 
They even like the Prince for neither smoking nor 
drinking their national rice wine called’ sake. They 
even like him for talking and acting as one of them 
instead of posing everlastingly as an icy ossification 
of imperia! dignity on its way up the stairway to the 
sky. The people haye come to take a tremendous in- 
terest in everything the Regent does nowadays—and 
theirs is not a polite official interest, either. They 
wish to know a deal more than that the Prince wus 
born on April 29, 1901, and proclaimed Crown Prince on 
Sept. 9, 1912. : - 

After a short term at the peers’ school called Gak: - 
shu-In, a private school was established within the 
palace compound for the education of the Prince. it 
was placed under the general direction of Admiral Togo 
of Sea-of-Japan battle fame. Dr. Sugiura and Dr. 
Shiratori were among the instructors and Mr. Saburi, 
who is now Counselor to the Embassy at Washington 
and the Acting Ambassadcr, taught French. Mathe- 
matics, so the story goes, was One of the branches of 
study in which the Crown Prince shone with greater 
luster than in others. Twenty, thirty problems and 
questions fired at him at a sitting were answered by 
him without a single error. But, singular enough, the 
favorite studies of the Prince were history, natura] 
science and international relations. 

On Feb. 18, 1921, the private school was closed. And 
in the seven years of its existence the academic educa- 
tion of the Prince Imperial was completed. After that. 
the Prince attended the lectures of Dr. Yaichi Shiga on 
the Yamato classics, of Dr. Unokichi Hattori on the 
Chinese classics, of Dr. Shimizu on the Constitution of 
the Empire, of Dr. Sakutaro Tachi on diplomacy and 
international law and a number of others. The Prince 
is intensely interested in international relations. Since 
1919 a monthly periodical devoted to the study of in- 
ternational politics and relations has been published 
within the palace at the command of the Prince. 

Of the democratic tendency of the young “Son of 
Heaven” to be, there is literally a bookful of anecdotes 
some of which have already been told in the columns 
of American newspapers. One of the pet foibles of foreign 
writers on Japan is to advertise the divinity of the 
“Mikado.” None but foreigners and comic opera 
writers call our sovereigns by that ancient title now. 
Foreign copy manufacturers never tire of telling how 
the people of Japan today worship our Emperor as a 
direct descendant of the gods, and therefore as abso- 
lutely infallible. 

The simpie, every-day and absolutely indisputable 
fact is that the Prince Regent has done more than any 
agent, humen or divine, to smash this pet theory and 
fancy of foreign treaty-port authorities on Japan. 
Every time he talks with his friends the Regent does 
it. He is one of the least dogmatic persons on earth. 
It is almost an unfailing habit with his highness to 
open his remarks on anything with: “I may be mis- 
taken in this, but what I believe about it is so and so.” 
Whenever one of his attendants calls his attention to a 
matter of fact, his unvarying answer is: “Oh, yes, | 
was mistaken about that. Yes, I see now.” 

The Prince is devoted to all sorts of outdoor sports. 
And that is where his democratic tendencies come out 
dramatically, persistently, emphatically. When a small 
boy, his favorite sport was the national and rather ple- 
beian game of wrestling. He had a sanded arena with- 
in the palace and almost daily he wrestled with his boy 


. companions. And the Japanese style of wrestling, 


called sumo, is one of the sports in which a notion of 
a divinity in a contestant does not last for long. As 
he waxed in years and physical strength the Prince took 
up the Occidental games of tennis and golf with an 
enthusiasm worthy of an average American college 
dub. 

What the people wish to know, they end up by know- 
ing—even in Japan. And they have come to know a 
good deal about Princess Naga-ko, their Empress-to-be. 

“Her highness is partic larly fond of gardening.” 5So 
one of the tutors of Princess Naga-ko told a report- 
er of the Tokyo Jiji the other day. “Both in spring 
and autumn she prepares her flower beds and tends 
them every day, watering them with her own hands. 
Then she has a plot in the inner garden, where she 
cultivates peas, eggplants and mejions—even barley and 
rice. She cultivates the truck garden and rice field in 
company with her schoolmates. Last year on the day 
of the Harvest Feast she harvested rice with her own 
hands and from her own field and offered it before 
the shrine. Her highness also made rice gruel out of 
the grain she had gathered. This she wished to offer 
to her father. Prince Kuni, ber father, was on that day 
in attendance at the palace and did not return home 
until 1 o’clock of the following morning. The Princess 
stayed up, patiently waiting for the return of her fa- 
ther. And both the Princess and her father seemed to 
take a touching delight over this feast of rice gruel. 

The Princess has always. stood high in her sindies, 
but what the people of Nippon are thanking the cee 
Sun Goddess and the Lord of Grace for is the exceuent 
health the future Empress enjoys.

RINCE PAUL of Oldenburg, nephew of the 
ate Czar Nicholas of Russia, who spent sev- 
eral months in the United States last winter 
and now is in Vienna, has just made that 
“sadly beautiful” capital brighter by his 
comments upon “that delicious America” 
and some of its inhabitants. Says Prince 
Paul: 

“It was a bright autumn morning when I arrived 
in New York harbor, and my experience in landing is 
one I shall never forget as long as I live. I was fas- 
cinated by the little tug parasites that lay alongside 
our great ship and that tooted and pushed and pulled: 
by the tremendous buildings in the lower city, which 
destroyed my morale before I had landed: by the im- 
mense bridges over which trams were crossing like 
caterpillars—in fact, the whole tremendous spectacle 
bowled me over. 

“I think the spirit of the States is in a way con- 
tained in that first impression you get even before 
going ashore, if the strange-looking officials think 
you are healthy and wealthy enough to go ashore. 

“I was anxious to land, for | wanted to begin my 
human studies at once. Most of the Americans I had 
seen in Europe wore tortoise-shell glasses, tight- 
fitting suits, short sleeves and long cuffs, silk shirts 
in pink, lilac or green, or a combination of the three 
colors, sharp-toed shoes and high collars, and they 
spoke a language resembling no other in the world, 


’ because I am sure it jis not English. In advance I 


regarded them as a strange and highly unusual people. 

“An hour later I had fallen into the custody of a 
most cruel hotel manager, who, in spite of the fact 
that we are ruined financially, insisted upon installing 
me in a wonderful suite which did not cost more than 
a few million rubles a day. My valet was most agree- 
ably content in having for his own private use a bath- 
room. Such things surprise one a bit at the go-off, 
when one considers that until just recently the Elysee 
Palace, residence of the President of France, was with- 
out a single bath accommodation. 

“On that same evening I fell into the web which 
the rich snob. Mr. K., had woven in the corridor of the 
hotel, where he had been staying, he told me, for about 
twenty years. He catches all foreigners of a certain 
rank. After | was enmeshed he took me to his wife, 
and then I was thrown like a ping-pong ball from fam- 
fly to family. Each time they had all their friends 
come to gaze at me, but I think they were generally dis- 
appointed. The idea they had of royalty, as I was 
quite able to note, was most peculiar. 

“Whenever I went anywhere they wanted us to make 
formal entrance through lines of guests in double file, 
and exactly on the second we were expected. Whew! 
You see, the heads of some of the European royal 
houses have carelessly given us all a reputation for be- 
ing punctual. Somebody must have told them that ex- 
actitude is the politeness of Kings! ; 

“One must needs wear, invariably, full evening dress. — 
Nothing like having a comfortable time kicking around 
In a lounge suit was allowed—positively it wasn’t. And 
then on top of one’s dress shirt it was necessary there 
should repose a few crown jewels. And there must be 
a wide ribbon across one’s chest. Why, any self-re- 
specting high-grade cigarette advertisement shows even 
ordinary Ambassadors wearing something of the sort, 
you know, old fellow. And then there had to be a big 
diamond star on the left side, and a smali one tucked 
away under the cravat. What these decorations were 
made little or no difference. We had to wear all we 
had or could lay hands on; otherwise our hosts and 
hostesses would have considered themselves nothing: 
less than duped! 

“We must be abrupt, but we must not overdo it. In 
the course of a dinner We must offer toasts—not with 
that dreadful ice water, either. We must not forget to 
say, every five minutes or so, ‘My cousin, the King of 
Ambrosia,’ or ‘My uncle, the late Emperor of Beloochi- 
stan’ and all that sort of rot, to give a bit of eclat to 
the conversation. Yes, really. 

“Then, after dinner, our instructions were to stand 
near the fireplace, as rigid as the grate bars, toying 
with the cords on the monocles they absolutely insisted 
we should wear. Just fancy, and I don’t need a glass 
—not a bit of it. 

“Of course, we had to listen to the different stories 
of nice old ladies who had once met at Lucerne the 


~~ Crar Alexander IJ, about fifty years ago, and other 


thines of minor interest which we had never even 
heard about respecting our own immediate families.

“One of the great superficial differences between the 
peoples of Europe and of the United States, althouch, 
of course, I am stating this solely- upon my own ‘ob- 
servations, is that over here fortune almost always im- 
plies a certain degree of education, while in the United 
States it happens often that a millionaire is completely 
without this education. 

“On the other hand, I want to say that as a con- 
sequence of this lack of culture they often have cer- 


tain qualities that are very rare over here. There is 


an extreme fran*ness and there is less of hypocrisy, 
and this may be regarded as compensation. 

“In dinine out I noticed that some New Yorkers 
ignored altogether the extremely complicated task of 
placing the guests for dinner. This solemn question, 
which. especially before the war. was the cause of nu- 
merous quarrels in our old courts, found an easy so- 
lution in some American houses. 

“*VYou, Prince,’ they would say, ‘you sit next to me 
on the right, or on my left, and the others where they 
like!’ 

“At one dinner party I was asked: ‘You are a de- 
scendant of the Roman Emperors, are you not?’ I re- 
plied that I wasn't that I knew of, but in turn I asked 
the reason for the question. 

“*Well, you see, I thought so, for Roman and Rom- 
anoff are a little the same—Romanoff, off the Romans, 


or something of that sort.’ 
“Oh, yes, I give you my word that actually hap- 


pened. 

“At another time I was solemnly informed that the 
English roval family had come straight down through 
the centuries from the Jewish Kine David, and that 
this was the reason the Prince of Wales’ second name 
was David. I had a good deal of fun to myseif over 
that, but I couldn’t be made to admit that the Prince 
was what would be usually classed as a Jewish type. 

“IT soon found that if I wanted to maintain any pop- 
ularity or keep in the good graces of people that I met 
in New York I had to be serious and play the part I 
was expected to play. I simply couldn't be natural. 
I had to change over to a special individuality to be 
displayed especially in the States. 

“T ascertained that I couldn’t do what the Duke of 
Mecklenburg did when he was in the States, although 
I think I should have loved it. You Know, he was over 
before the war, and at a house where he was invited to 
dine there was the most terrible anxiety because he 
was more than three-quarters of an hour late. He 
hadn’t been properly coached, or else he didn’t care a 
hang—I don’t know which. Anyway, the door of the 
drawing room where all the guests were waiting sud- 
denly flew open and Mecklenburg arrived on the gallop. 
‘ “He had kept his walking stick, which he was using 
as though it were a horse, and he was whipping it with 
one hand as though he were a jockey. As he came 
through the door he yelled: ‘I arrive, I arrive, I ar- 
rive!’ He created a real sensation. I assure you he

DDC oP A. Prince’s Impression of American Kings 


“IT am quite willing to admit that he was not ex- 
tremely polite, but at the moment it must have been 
rather funny, and I am sure we would have laughed 
about such a thing over here and it would have been 
the start of a very jolly dinner. But things are ordered 
differently in the States and this sort of an attitude 
created a very chilly atmosphere for Mecklenburg, poor 
chap, who was furious on account of the way they took 
his little joke. 

“One of the mest refined and most charming of 
Ambassadors at Washington, representing an im- 
portant European country there while I was in Amer- 
ica, told me in a most ironical and in a most disap- 
pointed way that we were not at all a ‘success.’ 

“*I have been doing all I can to be human,’ he told 
me. ‘I bring out my best jokes, but they go unre- 
warded over here. They want an Ambassador to be 
as serious in private life as though he were in a con- 
stant state of signing a treaty of Versailles.’ 

“What helped to spoil my stay in America—of course, 
I may have got into the wrong circles—was that I had 
to meet many ‘kings.’ It was ali simply too ridiculous. 
A few really big ‘kings’ of industry, such as an oil king, 
a steel*king or a rubber king, | could suffer. But, oh, 
boy!—I learned that on Broadway and rather like it— 
some of those other kings, those lesser vassals! I had 
to cut them off my list, really. I cannot tell you how 
many I met, but I met ten times as many kings as we 
ever had in Europe. I met the shoeshine king, the soda 
fountain king, the chewing gum king, the rubber heel 
king. You can see from that what I! suffered. 

“One of these kings asked me once: ‘And how much 
was the Czar worth?’ 

“Another who was entertaining me turned to a guest 
and said: 

“ ‘Did you know that Prince Paul was a relative of 
nearly all the European sovereigns?’ 

“‘“No! Is shat so?’ the man returned. ‘Have a cigar, 
then.’ And he did hand me an excellent Havana. 


“I discovered that folk of reaily noble birth from 
Europe would be a drug on the American marriage ex- 
change market right now. This is due to the fact that 
the market has been flooded by all kinds of operetta 
princes. Americans are not too particular with respect 
to the variations and degrees of titles, you know. 

“They ignore the difference between a real Prince 
belonging to one of the reigning families, let us say, 
and who is ‘a relative to all the sovereigns of Europe’ 
and a little Russian ‘bojar,” who was a Prince among 
the swine he was feeding, or a man wearing a title of 
Prince given by the Pope. They put us all in the same 
bag—make no distinctions. 

“A Prince is a Prince, and that is all there is about 
it, and if he doesn’t put too many spoons in his pocket 
it is quite all-l-l-1 right. 

“Americans of all kinds seem to get along splendidly 
with sovereigns when they are over here in Europe. 
Now, King Constantine, for instance, was very kind to 
an American journalist, who began an interview by 
saying, brightly: ‘Well, now, let us taik about your 
King business.’ 

“I can’t vouch for this, but I was told it by a pal of 
mine in Patis, that an American ‘king of finance’ tele- 
phoned to Queen Marie of Rumania and said: ‘Allo, 
Queen! How are you, Queen?’ 

“Now that I’ve had a lot of fun with you Americans 
I just want to add this—and I should be most ungra- 
cious if I didn’t—that I met in America a great many 
charming people and folk of great refinement and cul- 
ture that could compete with any of our aristocratic 
European families. Maybe for really nice people, that 
will counteract some of the other things I have said, 
although the other incidents are all true, as far as my 
own experiences are concerned.”

T IS a long war from Maine to California, but 
away back in 1964 love found a way to bridze 
the gap. and Frank Bunker Gilbreth of Fair- 
field. Me.. then 36 years old and reputed to be 
a “confirmed bachelor.” walked to the matri- 
monia! altar with Miss Lillian Evelyn Moiler 
of Oakland, Cal. 

Today they have eleven children, all fine examples 
of health and intellicence and in the 18 vears of their 
married life. despite their family cares. they have 
found time to write a dozen books in collaboration. 
These were not licht works easily dashed off at odd 
moments, but books of grare scientific content re- 
guirine deep research and much study 

At the time of their marriage Gilbreth and his bride 
were both efficiency experts. Miss Moller had two 
degrees from the University of California and Gii- 
breth hed a long string of letters after his name in 
token of his achievements in science and literature 
Since. despite the distractions and cares of mother- 
hood. Mrs. Gilbreth has been made a Doctor of Philos- 
ophy and she is the only woman honorary member of 
the Society of Industrial Engineers. 

Gilbreth started his professional career as 4 con- 
tracting engineer and later was a consulting encineer. 
For many years he has devoted most of his time to 
problems of industria! engineering and practical effi- 
ciency work in the operation of large plants employ- 
ing Many men and women. 

He served in the war as a Major in the engineering 
corps. He is a member of a dozen engineering so- 
cieties, lecturer in many American and European uni- 
versities and inventor of the micro-motion and chron- 
ocyclegraph processes of determining fundamental! 
units and methods of industrial education and of 
methods for fitting crippled soldiers for industrial 
life He bas founded industrial museums and has 
written many boots filled with words so iong that 
they run over into the next line.

The Gilbreths and their children have great fun 
at the Nantucket Island heme. a big, old-fashioned, 
rambiing cottage, with two abandoned lighthouses on 
the premises.

®- ing sites in nine different towns, most of 
_ them being in New Jersey and one on 
- Long Island and another at Throg’s Neck, 
fm New York City. 


After staking out the surveys and meet 
ing the widely different regulations re4 
lating to depth of excavations, weight of 

setting of plumbing, etc., the 
first gang was started digging the first 
cellar. . 

All labor costs were based on the time 
required on each phase of the work of this 
original project. Three men in each in- 
stance made up a gang. By careful ¢al- 
culation it was found that excavation for 
the cellar and footings required three 


days. The first job was completed in that time. Next 
day they sent their picks into the earth for the founda- 
tion of the second house, and stonemasons stepped 
Into the place which they had vacated in house No. 1. 
Three masons in three days had put in the foundation 
and the brick piers and were on the job at the second 
house the following day. When two foundations had 
been laid three carpenters were started on each house. 

As more cellars were dug and more foundations laid, 
eight gangs of carpenters were found to be necessary 
to keep the work going forward all along the line. 
When the woodwork in each house in turn had been 
advanced to the proper state, the plumbers and electri- 
eians appeared, completed their tasks and went 
along, an automobile serving for the speedy trans- 
portation of each gang in turn. Return visits by the 
masons for two days provided the chimneys and the 
cement flooring for the cellars. With the setting of 
the sheet rock, which is a substitute for lath and 
plaster, and the trimmings, the carpenters stepped 
aside to make room for the painters and paperhang- 
ers. By this time everything was in shape for the 
laborers to come back to do the grading and for a 
gang to put in the cement walks. 

The time schedule for the three-men gangs on a 
house, based on practical results of operations, shows 
a total of fifty-three days. The labor in the first 
house, which was a break-in job, with all the elements 
of newness, cost $1700. With each house thereafter 
an increase in efficiency of performance was noted. 
Less actual time was required on each succeeding job. 
By the time the last of the twenty houses had been 
completed the labor cost had come down to $665, or 
considerably less than half of the cost of the first 
house. This figure represents a standard. Here is 
the time schedule on a house:

window sashes, or anything else that goes into a 
house, it makes a lot of difference whether the order 
is for few or many. Discounts are not figured on bills 
for mere dozens. The bottom price goes with car- 
load lots. House standardizatian gets its start at the 
carload. For instance, with three columns to a porch, 
a carload provides for 140 houses. All through the 
list of materials the rule holds good. In this collec- 
tive project Alabama furnished the yellow pine for the 
floorings. The windows and veneered doors came 
from the Middle West, the sheet rock from Northern 
New York, the redwood sidings and the columns from 
the Pacific Coast, the framing from Mississippi and 
the studding from Georgia—all in carload lots. The 
plumbing and heating supplies, the electric light fix- 
tures, the hardware, shingles, sheathing paper, etc., 
were part of a hundred-house contract—all worth 
while merchandise bills, upon which big dealers are 
always anxious to figure. 

The cost of materials of all kinds for all the houses 
in the group and the labor cost for their erection 
shows the result of this standardization experiment. 
Divided by twenty gives the cost of each house, as 
shown by these figures:

The cellar extends under the entire house and is 
6 feet 6 inches in height, with cement floors and light- 
ed by five windows. It houses a pipeless furnace, 
soapstone tubs and hot water tank for kitchen gas 
heater. 
On the first floor is a living room 11 by.-19 feet, the 
full width of the house; a dining room $9 feet 
10 inches by 11 feet 4 inches, lighted by 
double windows; a bedroom 9 feet 10 
inches each way, with two windows and 
a large closet. The hall connects the 
living room .and the kitchen, which is 
provided with a modern gas range, porce- 
lain sink, drain board, etc. The bath, 
neatly finished in white, is off the hall. 
The second floor is reached by an open 
Colonial stairway from the living room. 
A front bedroom, 11 feet by 14 feet, and 
a rear bedroom 14 feet by 15 feet 6 inches, 
are on this floor. Each hag a large closet 
and double windows. ‘The ceilings are 7 
feet 6 inches in height. A porch 8 feet 
deep extends the width of the house. 

A plan which is good for more than one 
house may be called a part-way standard- 
izing. To standardize all the way is dif- 
ferent. That carries the economies of 
plan, materials and labor to the limit.
